As I confider our late vifory in Ireland, how wonderfull it 
was, and how ſeaſonably God gave that bleſſing to us , with 0+ 
ther circumſtances ; I finde my ſpirit much let our, to move and 
defire, that fome thing now may be done by this Nation ( who 
enjoyes the fruit of that happie harveſt) to keep up the memory 
of it, that our Poſteritie hereafier may know , what the Lord 
did for us at ſuch a time, and may ſay , Fee bave beard with our 
earer, O God , our fathers bave told ws, what work thou didft in their , 


d in the times of old, Plal. 44+ 1+ 
ajes, in mes of old, 44+ os And 
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And I am the more encouraged to take this work in hand, 
and have the greater hope , that England will be an example to 
the whols world, of minding Gods providence, and improving 
this mercy, becauſe no Nation like England for many yeerer, 

3th had fo largs experience of GODS power and good- 
nelle. | ; 

And that I may the better obraine the ching fo much deſired, 
! thall in an bumble and ſabmiſſive way ; firſt propocund a few 
things to the State. My Lords, I need not tell you, how much 
you are concerned in this ViRory : What an Intereſt you have in 
it; I know you doe obſerve how wonderfully berein God hath 
honoured you, owned your preſent Government, and don more 
for ycu , then was expeted, But now what will yee render to 
the Lord for ſo great a benefic roward you ? What Pilar or Ao- 
nument of Praiſe will you ere& co continue the memory of this 
ViRtory. I ſhall not take upon mee to preſcribe the particulars, 
nevertheleſſe, it cannot be chought either preſumption or bold- 
neff: in mee, if I deliver mine own opinion, and ſet down what 
I humbly conceive, will be a fit Monument ; acceptable to God, 
honourable to you, and whereby your names (hill be a bleſſing 
10 poſtericie. 

Firſt, Seeing the Lord hath fo really appeared to enlarge and 
eftabliſh your Common-wealth, is ic not fit that you ſhould be 
a3 reall for him in advancing the glorious Kingdome of our Lord 
Jeſus Chriſt. There have beer: ſeverall Peticions preſented to the 
Parliament, from many godly and well aff: Qed people , whoſe 


bowels doe earne tO conſider, what multitudes of people fir Rill 


in darknefſe, and have not the glorious Goſpel preached unto 
them. Thankes indeed they had , and faire promiſes : now wee 
know a man may draw a thouſand prin's in water, but as ſoone 
as his finger is off, all is out. Sirs ; our hope is, that you will now 
doe ſomething eff:Qually towards the ſalvation of ſuch ignorant 
and poore fſoules, 

Secondly , It will manifeſt both your acknowledgement and 
improvement of this mercy, if you honour ſuch,whom God hath 
ſo farre honoured, as by them to bring over ſeverall ViAories to 
you. When tydings was brought to Philip of Macedon : 1, that 
P armenio bad got the victory over the enemies, 2, —_—— 
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Son was borne. 3. That his Chariots won the prize at Olympus ; 
and all ic one day z he call'd for ſome ccofſe, that theſe things 
might not make him forget himſelfe : howſoever,we wiſh you no 
croffes, but increaſe of bleſſings, and all good things, yet wichall 
wee defite, that what ſuccefſe ſoever God gives you, you may 
net fo farre forget your ſelves, as to forget ycur friends, ſuch as 
have ev:r been cordiall and faithfull ro you, carried their lives 
— hands for you, and thought nothing too deare for your 
ake. 

Thirdly , In this viRory you may behold Gods difpleafure 
againſt Malignants, he will not cake them by the hand, neither 
ſhould you into your boſome. Is the Lord pulling of them 
downe, be not you then ſetting of them up. If a ſpider can pre- 
vaile ſo much as come into the hive and weave a cobweb within 
It, he will kill all the bees, there is no remedy, We hope you 
will take care to keepe ſuch ſpiders out : to wit, of place and of- 
fice in the Common: wealth. We would count him unwile, chat 
would feed rats, miſe, and ſuch vermine, to deſtroy his bodily 
eſtate z but ix is greater folly 80 nouriſh ſuch as ſeek to deſtroy 
the Nation. 

Fourthly, Hath the Lord compaſſed you about with ſongs of 
deliverance, and filled your bearts with joy and gladneſſe ; doe 
ſomething now for the people, I mean ſome remarkeable ching, 
that ſo by you they may be glad and rejoyce likewiſe. I need 
not tell you whoſe hearts are ſad, nor why , and what would 
comfort them : open but a dore to them, and heare what they 
would ſay, how many weeks and moneths ſome have waited, 
and can finde no way or paſſage to haye their heavy condition 
and caſe come-before you. It would therefore be anotable 1- 
nwment to continue the memory of this Vi&orie, if ſome preſet 
courſe were taken, that the cale of the poore and friendleflz 
might be heard as ſoon as others ; and people not ſuffer !o cx- 
tremely as they doe, in that cheir bulinefſes are not ſpeedier dif- 
patched. Avguſiws thought that day ill ſpent , in which he had 
not holpen ſome poore perſon : Mark that, ( not bimſelfe, not his 
brother or fifſter, not ſuch a Lord or Lady, &c. but the poor? 
who had no tciends,) conſider hee was a Heathen , you are 
Chriſtiane.

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Fiftly , Dablins Enlargement may ſerve to put you in minde 
of the pore priſoners for debt : I-know you have ſpent fome 
tine abuur this buſinefſe, but I pray confider with what celeritie 
and quickneſſe, God d d chat great work in Ireland for you : and 
therefore you ſha!l doe well to follow God, as in matter , ſoin 
the manner of doing goed. Say not wato thy neighbour , gre, and 
come ag zine , and 10 morrow I will give , when thou haſt it by thee, 
Pro. 3.23, fam quando ſuppetit, quid probibet, quo mints liberali- 
ter impertiare ? Nonne inops adeſt # Nonne plena borrea f N.nne mer- 
cer &@ domino parata * Nynne mandatum manifeſtum ? Eſuriens fame 
abſumiter, nulus frigore rigeſcit , &+ tu eleemoſynam in craſtinum 
d ffers ? Bi(il, homi), 6. ex varijs. 

Among ſuch as are well affe&ed to this preſent Government, 
I hav? thought good to mention tie Lord Major of the Citie of 
London, with the Court of Aldermen, and Common Councell, 
T know you are much affe&-d with this ViRory , judging it one 
of the greateſt Mercier, that ever God gave to his Church and 
peopl- in this Nation, And it being fo, I hope then we thall have 
ſome Monument *reRted by you for a memoriall of ſuch a re- 
markeable blei{li7, fit to be traneferred co future poſterities. 
We: ſee in nature when the Sunne ſhines upon thoſe inferior 
bodies, ii ſolid bodies, when they r<fle& cheir beames, they caft 
their iight and heat upon other bodies chat are neereft about 
then : bu: if chey are empty and hollow bodies, and ſuch as have 
no {o!iditie, they take all into themſelves, and refle& not. The 
Lord by this victory hath in a ſpeciall manner fhined on your 
Ci:y, on your families, ca!lings, eſtates 3 bleft you in curſing the 
enemy. Now in charicie I am bound to beleeve, chat you arc 
men ſc!14,ftncere:2nd as the Moone cafing light from rhe Sanne 
above ker, beftoweth is upon the creatures here below, ſo you 
will make others partakers of the gocd bleſſings o: God beftow- 
ed upon you. And here I ſhall d:fire wich your leave and pari- 
ence tv propound a fery things briefly co you, as the »fe of this 
vicory in relation to your Citie. 

I. As God hath been zealous for you, fo be you zealous of 
his glory and name. 2. Let there not onely be kept dayes of 
feaſting, and joy, and of ſending porti>ns one to another, and 
Fifes to the poore : but let ſomething now be don for the poore, 
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and in ſuch a way, as the vitory may be remembred ia ail ages 
herea'iter. 3. L:t the Army be {till ceare and precious to you: 
for Gods preſence ( you ſee ) is amongſt them wheceſocver whey 
are : and whether they are Exghſb, Scots, or Iriſh, which come a» 
gainſt them, they are bread for them, God ſcatters their evemices, 
and they fly before them. Who would be unw.lling to give 
wages and large recompence unto ſervants who are faichfull, 
proſperous, profitable ? 4. The conſideration of this vitorie 
may encourage you, to hold your own , and ſtand faſt to the 
Parliament , Councell of State , and the preſent Government, 
and not to feare the ſecret plots and defignes of the adverſary, 
neither cheir number nor forces. Let them affociate them/elves, 
and they (hall be broken ; take counſel togethergand it ſhall come 
to gought ; ſpeak the word, and it (hall not ſtand : for God is 
with us. 5. Mzthinkes this ViQory (ſhould move you to be now 
very aQive in ſuppreſſing Tewd and ſcandalous Pamphlets , and 
that roguiſh generation of Ballad fingers; TT Tarlets were not 
ſuffered in many Heathen» Common: weal:fs, and cruly it is 
much to be wiſhed , that more diligetice and greater feveritie 
were uſed to remove from your Citie and ſuburb, theſe baſe ver- 


mine, viler then the earth. 


Sixtly, We ſhall expet now, as a proper improvement of 
this victory , that you will no longer ſuffer in your City Pulpit- 
Incendiaries, men who turn praying and preaching iato rebelli- 
on. As for their aſp:rſing the wayes of Gcd and his people, wee 
let it paſſe ( as the fruie whereby they are known ty be — ) 
But co heare them revile the Rulers of the people, and co ſpeake 
trayterouſly againſt the preſent Government , ic is unſuff:rable, 
A Magiſtrate ( faith one) who hath diſcovered a Cor.ſpiracie, and 
ſeemes fearfmll to remedie it , ## at faultie as 16e Conſpirator bimſelfe. 
But here is no cauſe of feare, the thing now may b- eafily reme- 
died without any danger, or diffizultie. Wee ſee the bladder is 
puſt up with a little winde, and if two or three beanes or peaſe be 
put into it, they make a mighty found or railing, yet prick the 
fame but with apin, and inſtantly it falls flat , and comes to 
nought : I leave the application and uſe to your ſelves; onely 


take notice, that in Chriſtian policle ; Inirto ſeditionwm, quampri- 


mum apparuerint comprimantur. Clem. Templ. pol. lib. 4. c. 7. 
P+ 424+ or 
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For the reſt of the Nation, who are well affeRed to the State, 
to the end they may make a profitable and g>0d uſe of this great 
vitory, I ſhall ſet down before them theſe obſervations. 

1. About the time that the Lord ſcattered his enemies, they 
were boaſting what they would doe with the Rownd-beads and 
Sefaries : Into England they ſhould not goe : Ormond as he was 
playing at Tables ſwore, he would ſend chem all into America: 
Another in his cups vowed, he would try if they could ſwim thi- 
ther. The enemy ſaid, IT will purſue, I will overtake, I will divide the 
ſpoile : my laſt ſpall be ſatis fied upon them : 1 will draw my ſword nine 
band ſball deſtroy them. Now no ſooner were theſe words out of 
theic mouth, bur the wrath of God fell immediately upon them, 
and they were all, either ſlaine, taken, or put to flight. Ss /ct 
thine enemies periſh, O God. 

2, If we confider,the (everall advantages of the enemy,as theic 
number, place,provifion,and other circumſtances; and how not- 
withſtanding they were totally routed, is is matter ſufficient, to 
perſwade every rationall man, to believe, that God was an ene- 
my to them, and to the cauſe they ſtood for, and that he owned 
the others, by an unheard of victory and deliverance. 

3. In this viory we may behold a full vi&ory over the ene» 
my, both there, and here, and elſe-where: For as ſoon as they 
heard of chis thing, their hearts melted, 8& ſuch a terrour is fallen 
upon them, as they have no minde to engage againe, nor to pro- 
ſecute avy more their nev7 plots and delignes againſt this Com- 
mon wealth. 

4. Upon the Afﬀaires of Irelond,the enemies to this State much 
deper:ded: it was indeed as the great Wheel of the Clock: For 
many made ful} account to move here, if the Rebels there prevai- 
led. But as irs ſaid, Many of the people of the Land became Fewer, 
for the feare of the Jewes fell pon them : (o this viQtory in all places 
where it comes, brings people over co the Parliament , as well 
knowing, it is their beſt and ſafeſt courſe. 

5. That five thouſand men, ſhould take and {ill ſeven thou- 
ſand, and put thirteen chouſand to flight, who ſces not char it is 
the immediate finger of God. And it is worch the obſerving, 
that fince this later Army was railed, God hath given us many 
ſuch wonderfull viRories : not onely for the comfort and encou- 
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ragement of the well-affeQed, but to let the enemy ſee, that Go 
is againſt them, and that they ſhall never proſper in fuch a way- 
When thy judgements are in the earth , the inbabitants of the world 
will learne righteowſneſſe, Ila. 26. 9. | 

6. Here we may obſerve, Gods revenging hand upon Apa- 
ftatcs ; nog to ſpeake of Inchequeen,that Grand twrn-coatythere were 
in Ormonds Army many Souldiers who had baſely and treache- 
rouſly a little before deſerted the Parliaments ſervice:but {:e how 
the Lord dealt with them for their perfidiouſnefſe ; he delivers 
them up into the hand of Juftice. A faire warning to others, to 
take heed, that they keep themſelves with that partie where they 
ſee God 1s, and ftill crownes with viQory, and not to joyn with 
a rebellious cout, who have not his preſence, but are forſaken of 
him, and prepared for the day of ſlaughter. 

7- Whereas we heare of ſome unclean ſpirits, like frogs, going 
forth unto the Kings of che earth,to gather chem to battle againſt 
this Common» wealth: there is ſo much of God to be ſeen in this 
vigorie, as that no man needs to regard, whatſoever is reported 
concerning this thing. When other Nations ſhall heare how won- 
derfally the Lord goes along with us in the work of Reformati- 
on, it is probable they will keepe as home, and ſecke to pull their 
necks out of the yoke of Tyrants, as we have don. But howſoe- 
ver, we ſhall never hereafter be afraid of multitudes, the number 
ſhall no fright us : for we are confident, upon the experience of 
former viQories, that God will ftill make good that promiſe and 
bleſſing tous ; Five of you ſhall chaſe an hundred : and an buridred of 
you ſball put ten thouſand to flight ; and your enemies ſhall fall before 
you by the ſword, Dear. 28. 8. 

From the well-affe&ed to the State , I come now to the ill- 
affe&ed : and firſt to you of the Presbyterian partie : And here thay 


I may not be miftaken, I onely intend ſuch men, as doe vilifie and 


reproach our preſent Governments . And as for ſuch wee have 
thought good from the occaſion of this vi&ory, to frame ſome- 
thing like a hoking- Glsſſe, wherein they may ſee themſelves ; ſpe- 


cially ax ſuch times, when inſtead of preaching the doQrine of the 


Goſpel, and praying in the Spirit, they ſpeake falſe , ſcandalous, 
and ſedicious things, tending to a new warre, and hindering the 


relicfe of Ireland, | 
S-- B 1» Conſider, 
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1. Confider, England hath received a mercy, inſpight of you : 
you may remember the other day in your talke( Idare not call is 
prayer ) how you told the Lord you knew not into whoſe bands to 
pray Ireland : onely you would not , that be ſbould give it up into the 
bands of the Ind;pendents. Befides , wee are not ignorant, how 
proudly you contemnd Authoritie , and whett others ſought the 
Lord for Ireland,you moſt prophanely and irceligiouſly, like Ha- 
man and the King ſate down to drink : you made it a time of feaft- 
ing, joy, and gladnefie, when others by Commandement kept a 
day of publick faſt : not unlike to that in Iſa. 22. 12, 13. Behold 
now, we have a returne of our prayers , our petition is granted, 
and the Lord hath look'd on our teares , and the Lord hath re- 
quited good for your curſing that day. 

2, You have ftrugled a long time to deftroy this preſent Go- 
vernment, but doe yee not ſee now, how yee kick againft the 
prick : As he that moves the weik of a burning Candle whh his 
finger, blacks it, and burnes it, and cauſeth the light co ſhine the 
more cleare: So all your mutinous and ſeditious attempts, turne 
to the burning and blacking of your ſelves. As for the State, op- 
poſed by you,Loe it ſhines more and more in ſtrength, glory, and 
beautie. 

3. But whither will ye run ? doe you not ſee how you are al- 
ready fallen? here is a victory, one of the greateſt mercies thas 
ever God brought from Ireland over to this Nation; neverthelefle, 
you ſee it not; nor thoughtic worth thankeſgiving in your Chaur- 
ches the other day. Some report of the anna, that at firſt it was 
ſweet and tafted well , but afcerwards through the murmuring 
and unthankfulneſfle of the people , it was either bitter to them, 
of it had no ſavoar. I believe the time was , when ſuch a publick 
bleſfing as this, ( yea much inferior to this ) was counted ſweet : 
you could taſte then how good God was to his people, in giving 
them victories; but now fuch Mercies are eicher bitter, or you 
feel no favour in them : Sirs, you may thank your ſelves for this 
change: For the truth is, your great murmurings and unthank- 
fulnefle againſt God and man, hath brought you into this unhap-» 
fie and (:d condition, | 

4. Methinkes in this victory you ſhould ſee the ſnare and pi 
before you. Hilo Crotoniater, whilft he was tearing nn” = 
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ſtock of an Okeghis ſtrength fayling him, the clefe ſuddenly clo- 
fing, was ſo held faſt by the hands that he became a prey to tne 
Beaſts of the feild. You have been along time trying to teare a- 
ſander this Common- wealth, and great hope you had, that Or- 
mond with the Rebels there would work wonders for you, but 
you ſee that ſtrength now failes you, take heed then, leaſt the 
cleft cloſe, and you are held faſt by the neck. 

5. This viQtory gives me an occafion to remember that ſaying 
of Selomon ; Who ſo rewardeth evill for good, evill ſhall not depart fram 
his bouſe, Pco. 17. 13. Howſoever, theſe men will nox acknow- 
ledge that they are beholding to the Parliament and Army, for 
their preſent peace, libertie, livelihood, yer the thing is ſo: yea 
more,under God,by their care and wiſdome,theſe raſh and head- 
dy men, were kept from bondage and (Javery , into which they 
( poore fooles ) moſt willingly and greedily wculd have thruft 
chemſclyes. it is reported of one Balthazar Gerard ( who named 
himſelfe Francis Guyor ) that with the money which the Prince 
of Orenge gave him for his reliefe, he bought piſtols, powder and 
ſhot, and therewith killed the Prince : The Presbyterians (1 mean 
not the moderate and ſober fore) would ſerve our Governoars 
and Souldiers ſo,even murder them if they could,for purchaſing 
libertie and peace for them. 

6. The backſlider ( ſaith the Wiſzman) ſball be filed with bis 
own wayes, Pro. 14.14. What generation of men are more re- 
yolted then theſe, from cheir own grounds and former Princi- 
ples : For have they not deficed, that Ireland might be relieved, 
and tha the Proteſtant bloud (hed there,might be revenged upon 
the barbaious Rebels? But behold their Apoſtacie,when they ſee 
this don, they vex and murmure at it ;and are ſo much the more 
outragious and inveRive againft the Scate,by bow much the Lord 
blefſech our Forces there, and honours them with fſuccefſe and 
great victory. Tame foxes if they breake looſe,and turne wilde, 
do ten times more miſchiefe then thoſe, that were wilde from the 
begianing. Ic is very remarkeable, that none of the malignane 
Miniſters thorow-out the Land, who have from ficſt to laft held 
with the Kicg, ſpeake fo ſeditiouſly, or rayl fo groffely againft 
the Parliament and Army as theſe men doe;thefe men, I fay,who 
were once tame and ftood for both , but are now broken looſe, 
and turnd wild, B 2 7, Theſe 
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7. Theſe great victories which God gives the Parliament, 
ſhould cauſe your hearts to ſmice you, to confider how by your 
ſeditious doArine many poore and ignorant people are broughs 
to the flanghter, whoſe bloud one day will be required at your 
hands. The ccuelcies and infamies of Caligula are imputed to 
the Nurſe thas gave him ſuck, which being cruell and barbarous 
of her felfe, rubbed the ends of her brefts with bloud, caufin 
the childe, co whom (hee gave milke, to ſuck them, Such i 
and inhumane nurſes are theſe men: inftead of the (incere milke 
of the Goſpel, they give their hearers che bloudy Tenents of Re- 
bellion ; fo chat che ccuelties and infamies of the people , may be 
( atleſt in a great meaſure }) imputed unto their Teachers : For 
no doubt the people would be willing to live a quiet and peacea= 
ble life under our preſent Government, bus that theſe Sbeb2's, 


thele ſons of Bicri, blow a Trumpet, to cauſe hurliburlies and . 


commotions in the Land. 

$. Seeing God hath made the Parliament ſo viftorious, is 
would not be amifſe( when you come to your ſelves ) to confider 
whether Chriſt or his Apoſtles have left you any precept or ex- 
ample to aſperſe chat Government which is ſet over you. I can- 
not finde, either in Scripture , or other Hiftory, that avy Mini- 
ſters of Jeſus Chriſt ( for ſo you Rtile your ſelves ) did ever before 
your time, meddle with civill Government , as to deny the law- 
fulnefſe of that Government under which they lived. The abuſes 
of Magiftrater, and their miſcarriages in Government, we grant 
Gods Miniſters have ſpoken againſt, ( yet ſo, as alwayes obſer- 
ving time, place, and other circumſtances, which you never doe ) 
bnt the Government it ſelfe, whether Kingly, Ariftoccagicall, or 
Democraticall , they condemned not, neither medled with the 
change and alteration of ordinary Government, upon what 
ground or occaſion ſoever it was. So that there are two treaſo= 
nable crimes here charged upon you : firſt, that you are buſie- 
bodies, as medlirg with things wherein you are not concern'd. 
Secondly, Falſe accuſers, in calling that State unlawfull, which 's 


\ founded upon Scripture, Law, and Reaſon. Boyling liquor (we's 


ling above the brinke, fals into the fire, and comes to nothing : 
you are beſt beware, leaſt by rifing above your element you tum- 
ble down, and your names periſh. 

9. It 
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9. It maay be, upon the occafion of this viQtory, you will be 
the more willing to take notice how the Malignancs mike uſe of 
you onely as Fourneymen to ſerve their turne. Some write of the 
Faceal, as he purſues his prey,barking like a dog, the Lyon meet- 
ing with the noyſe, followes it ; now the Faccal having weati:d 
the Beaſt he chaſed, che Lyon that followed by the cry comes in, 
when he is at a bay, and eakes from the other, what he had be- 
fore ſpent his time and labour about. Brethren, ſuppoſe by your 
bawling and barking at the preſent Government , you ſhould 
weary it, and bring it at abay; doe yee thinke to have the prey ? 
not in the leaſt z for the Ryaliſts wou!d take that from you, and 
not you , bus the Prelates ſhould be eftabliſhed , their Courts, 
Canons, Service- Booke, &c. It is crue, you knew in this caſe how 
to help your ſelves, namely, faces about, turn-coats, and as you 
were before; and ſoindeed you would fare better then the Fac» 
cal, haye ſome of prey howſoever, with che Lion. 

10. I would willingly know , when you are unpowring and 
ſpeaking evil) of dignities, what people doe you thinke are bleaſed 
with ſuch vile and wicked ſtuffe. Methiukes you cannot be igno- 
rant, that in doing ſo,you make ſad the bearts of the righteaws, and 
are no other, then ſervants to the baſe lufts of unholy and pro- 
phane men. The Indians have a fruit which they call Togma, is 
Fattens (wine, but men loath it : The Idolater, Adulterer, $wea- 
rer, Dcunkard, Sabbath» breaker, Atheift, Papift, &c. delight to 
heare your rayling at the State ; indeed they flock after you 
meerly for this Togma : But I muſt tell you in the mean time, 
the godly of your own Congregations cannot abide it : fo that 
by this meaties you looſe them , and are caſt out of their hearts 
and affeQions, though you ſeeme to gaine the favour and ap+ 
plauſe of ſome Malignants. 

11. In this looking-glaſſe, you may ſee two faces under one 
hood : you thinke to pleaſe the Ryaliſts, by crying up a King, a 
King : and your brethren the Scors by crying out , The Covenant, 
the Covenant : but doe not coZen your own ſoules, for you can- 
not any longer herein deceive rationall and knowing men: they 
perceive well enough your game and ayme : it is your outward 
pomp and worldly preferment that yee ſeeke after, under ſuch 


pretencer. The Pope wiii have Kings and Princes co _— 
et, 
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feet, and to draw them on, did uſe to have on his pantophile the 
Crucifixe or piture of Chciſt hanging on the Crofle : that for- 
ſooth he would have reverence don unto. The truth is, you would 
faine be Popes,and have every man to kifſe your feet 3 our Parlia- 
ment, Councell of State, and the whole Nation bow down co 
you : and to draw them on, you tell ſome of a King, others of a 
Covenant, a mere cheat, for 'tis your fe:t you would have them 
kiſſe, ſubmit to your arbicrafy power and lawleffe will. 

12. This ſeditious courſe of yours hath brought you already 
into a great ſreight: And I believe, it will require ſome meetings 
at your Synon- bouſe, to reſolve what to doe upon the Thankeſgi- 
ving day neere at band : If you obey the Parliaments Ocder,and 
keep the day, you know what the Cavaliers and Royaliſts will 
ſay of you: Neque fidei conftans , ncque ſirenums in perfidia : as in 
was ſa d of Claudius ApoBlinaris , A man that neither conftanth 
kept bis promiſe, (as you have not yours to the Parliament) nor 
ſtomtly maintained bis treaſon, ( as you not yours , if yee keep that 
day) . Againe, if not, you know there is great danger in that. For 
howſoever upon the faſt day, for Ireland, you proudly contem- 
ned the Magiſtrate, and made it aday of recreation, yet I would 
not wiſh you to preſume now upon the like impunitie or indul- 
gence. And if you fall into the hand of Juſtice, and fo ſuffer, 
conſider before hand , what comfort you can take in ſuch ſuf- 
fering. | 

Now it follower, that I ſpeake ſomething ( as occafioned by 
this victory ) co Royaliſis and Cavaliers, Wee ſee by daily expe- 
rienc:, if the coyn be good, men are contented to receive it from 
any hand: I ſhall not propound any thing to theſe men , bus 
what is profitable ar.d good for them, if the Lord be pleaſed to 
give them underſtanding hearts to embrace it, and make a righe 
uſe thereof, Thunder ( they fay )falling upon a Serpent , takes 


not away the life , but her venome : The ſearcher of all hearts» 


doth know my delire is, fo to apply this thundering-vifory , as 
their malignity, obſtinacy, blindneffe, &c. may be removed, and 
they live happily, and in a comfortable and proſperous condi- 
tz0N, 

1. Conſider how ſuch as have engaged, and have been moſt 
aAive in the cauſe you ftand for, have in the end ( as the juſt re- 
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compence of ſuch ſervice ) undon themſelves, and brought ruin® 
and miſery upen their wives and children. There is no Pilot in 
his right wits, when he ſees Sea-markes purpoſely fer up to give 
warning of rocke, ſands, or (helves, will thereby take occafion to 
run his veſſell upon them, but rather will imploy all his care and 
8kill, that by avoyding them, he may eſcape the danger. To what 
end hath the Lord ſet before yonr eyes, the deſolation of many 
honorable and great families,the precious bloud of feverall thou- 
ſands (hed on a day ; but to be a warning and caveat unto you, 
to keepe off from ſuch dangerous and deſtroying rocks , and not 
to run your ſelyes vainly and fooliſbly, as they have don, into a 
way and courſe, which is neither hcnourable nor profitable for 
you. Thebird will not fly into the net , or light on the lime- 
buſh, or run into the ſnare, when he ſees another bird flutter be- 
fore her: The horſe as you are travelling will not follow the 
track of another horſe that ſticks faſt before you : you are men, 
and ſhould be rationall: Will yee then ſeeing others before you 
in the pic, fall likewiſe into the ſame ? if you doe, you are the 
more to blame, and the lefſe to be excuſed. You know that leſ- 
fon ; Falix quem faciunt aliena pericula cautum. 

2. Methinkes by this time you ſhould perceive, that the mat- 
ter you ſtand for, is not good, and ſo much the Lord from time 
totime hath made knowne unto you by many cleare and plain 
demonftratione, Take notice of the late King, how apparently 
God was againſt him; fought againſt him , curſt bis bleſlings, 
ſcattered his counſels, ſo that nothing indeed proſpered under 
bis hand. How dare yee then carry on the ſame worke, and his 
defigne, knowing by former experience, in doing fo the Lord will 
not proſper you. I cannot more fitly liken this generation of 
men, then to Bowlere, who having delivered their Bowl , uſe to 
follow it with bowing their body, to have ir fall in towards the 
jack , but it keeps her bias, goes off, and runs another way. 
Mach firugling and ſtriving there hath been to bring the con» 
queſt in, on the Kings ſide,no plots or deviſes have been wanting, 
what ſea and land could doe hath been don : but providence til! 
carried it another way, and this they ſaw, and could not but ac- 
knowledge that the Lord was not with them, al:chough they per- 


liſted, and Rill doe in theic froward and crooked courles. _ 
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3. This vi&ory gives me occaſion to put you in minde , how 
your*principles and grounds are falſe, concerning formes of civil 
Government. The Iſraelites living poorely in Egypt, chought no 
kinde of food betcer ther; Garlick and Onions : 1o youghaving livd 
long under kingly Government,and not acquainted with a free State 
or Common: wealth, conceive Monarchie to be the beſt kinde of 


Government, which undoubtedly is the worſt : and my Reaſons 


cor it are theſe. 

I. The great Revenu?s which are waſted to maintaine this 
King. ſbip, unzſefu! Creature,a thing which the Land hath no need 
of, but can doe much better without it , ( as Courts, Pallaces, 
Caſtles, Mannours,Parks, Forrefts,&c.) if converted to a publick 
uſe, will be for the great profit and generall good of the whole 
Nation, poore and rich ; whereas formerly , as imployed, did 
lictle ſervice, but fed Locufts and Caterpillers,who deftroy:d the 

eople. : 
: > How chargeable to a Kingdome are Kings children,through 
theic pride, pompe,and exceſſive riot? and what is expeRed from 
ther for al} this? cruly, if they bz nok a curſe and plague to the 
Nation, men thinke it a mercy , as for comfort and'profic they 
expe& none. Now how many Orphans and poore children by 
ſuch charges might be charitably and largely relieved,and would 
blefſe God for ic; whereas the others devoure all, without ſay- 
ing, Sir;,wethanke you: as if they were nou at all beholding un- 
to the people for the ſame. * 

3. When corcuptions and abuſes break forth, they are eaſier 
and ſooner ſuppreſt in a free State, then in the other. For 1. Ay 
they have their originall and rife uſually from the Court, ſo the 
King ( as we have had experience ) will ſeek to defend the ſame. 
2. Put caſe, the King hath no hand in ſuch abuſes ( which would 
be a ſtrange thing) neverthelefſe, conſidering he ſees and heares 
with other mens eyes and cares, they arenoq eafily or thorow- 
ly —_ But in a Common-wealth well fetled, is cannox 
be fo. | 

4+ Ir is ſeldome ſeen in a Monarchie,but the Officers and Minis 
ſters of State , are corrupt men, choſen by Princes, not for the 
publick good, but to ſerve their turne and intereſt. Whereas in a 


Common-wealth , the people choofing their own Magiſtrates, 
are 
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are carefujl to chooſe ſuch as ſhall doe jul and right things for 
th:m. Beſides, If Magiſtrates be corr1pt, the people can ſooner 
helpe themſelves by removirg them , and chooling bercer, in a 
free State, then under Kings. 

5+ Inno Common- wealth is there ſuch ſufferings of good 
men, innocent bloud ſpilt, unlawfull and unneceffary warres rai- 
ſed, intolerable taxes impoſed, undue and i!legall courles taken, 
a3 where Kings dos reigne. 

6. That muſt be beſt, which is 2 mean between two exr1reames, 
and thus is a free State, between Monarchy and Anarchy : that one 
ſhould rule alone, is againft the common Maxime ; Plus vident 
oculi quzm oculus ; two eyes fee more then one. Againe, that none 
ſhould governe, or all, is abſurd and ſenceleſl:. 

7. Itis rightly obſerved by Bodin z Wee commonly ſee ((aith he) 
in tbe changing of Princes,new deſignes, new lawes, new Officers, new 
friends, new enemies, new babits , and a new forme of living : For 
Princes take delight to change and alter all things, that they may be 
ſpoken of, which doth many times cauſe great inconveniences, not onely 
#0 the Subjelts in particular , but alſo to the whole body of the State. 
De Rep. }. 6.cap. 4- But no ſuch prejudice or perill is incident 
to a Common: weal.h,if any thing be publickly altered, ic is ma- 
turely don, and upon good ground, and for ihe generall profis 
and ſafety of the people. 

8. Ina well governed Common: wealth, great men as well as 
others, are encouraged unto the fudy of yertue,wiſdome, Juſtice, 
becauſe there, not ticles or birth- right , but abilities and gcod 
parts make them copable of preferment : in ſuch a Srate there is 
no door open to come into places of authoritie, by bribery, flat- 
tery, fiiend(hip, but as men are fitted and gifted. Whereas in 
Kingdomes men come to have Offices and preferment by ſuccef- 
fion ; a fcole, or a knave, will challenge authoritie by being the 
Kings eoſin. Y 

9. We know by experience, that in a!l 2ges the Goipel and 
way of Chriſt tath been moſt witifiood and oppoſed under 
Kings. As on the contrary, in Common: wealths the fame hath 
found grea:eft favour, furtherance, and enlargement : And hence 
it is, that our Pw/pit- Incendiaries , with their brethren the Scotz, 


cry out ſo much for a Kingzthey well know ſuch a forme of Go- 
C vernment, 
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vernment, is fitteſt for them, and will beſt ſerve their turne, 
whereby to ſuppreſſe the truth, perſecute the Saints , under the 
name of Set aries, and to eret a forme of will- worſhip, forcing 
21! boch ſmall and great, rich and poore, free and bond, to fall 
down ar d wor{lip their Image, if wor, neicher buy nor ſell, bur 
kild for kercricks, 

In the writing of theſe things, it makes me call to minde the 
condition of th2 people in the Low-Comnries, living in a Free 
State, ſuch there, at are Papiſts among them, will not have the 
King of Spaine, to reigne againe over them,bue defire rather to be 
under the preſent Government : yea chough they are Papiſts ( I 
ſy ) and have no: libertie- granted them for the free exerciſe of 
their Religion, yet by no meanes will heare of a King any more. 
Ad no doubt the like ere long will be the caſe of the people of 
th's Land, when they have once tafted the ſweetneſle of a Free 
State ( ayI hope they will every day more and more) and have 
their preſent grievances and taxes (ken off, every man enjoying 
hiz 0:vn without moleftation,and have juftice ſpeedily don them, 
th:y will no more defire a King to Rule over them. And to have 
it fo, the way is, for every one to ſubmit coche preſent Govern- 
ment, live peaceab'y, and doe what he can, that all chings may 
be effe&ually and well ſetled amongf us. 

4 And laſtly ; it is not poſſible that this vitory ſhould doe 
you good, or any counſell given you from the occafion of ir, fo 
long as you make lyes your refuge, yea delight to be encouraged 
and ſtrengthened in fallhood : doe not many of you, take plea- 
fare in ſcurrilous and baſe Pamphlecs, and by reading the filthy 
and ſcandalous things in them, are hardened in your dangerous 
and bid condition ? I have read ſome-where , when the Souldi- 
ers of Avidits Caſſius opened a Cheft , which they found in A- 
polls; Temple at Seleucia,that there came forth ſuch an infe&ion, 
as thereby they were all poyſoned and kild. If you will not be 
murdered, then look not into their venemous and abhorred Li- 
bele, for theſe viilaincs onely ſtudy, how by lyes, ſlander, and ca- 
!umniation, to make you dif-affeQed co the State, and aft againſt 
it, and fo to be undon in body, ſoule, and eftate. They which 
hawk for birds, doe of purpoſe make a ftale of the Owl, for 
whileſt the fillie birds come flocking and ſtaring about her, una- 
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wares they are taken ; The Lib:Ner againſt the Stare, is the Devil: 
Owl, whilft the fooliſh and filly people are looking upon him, 
and hearkning to him, he takes them in his ſnare , and holds 
them faſt. T ſhall ſay no more bat thus ; A prudent man foreſecth 
the evil), and bideth bimſelfe : but the ſimple paſſe on, and are puniſh« 
ed, Prov. 22.3. 

As for Papiſts, it is to be feat'd, they will make no good uſe of 
this great viFory : but as a furious maſtiff is the macd-:r for his 
chaine : and iron hardens under the hammer: ſo the Angel of 
God, now powring out his Vial! upon the ſeat of the Bz2ſt and 
bis Kingdome , will cauſe them the more to blaſpheme the n2me of 
God, bus tabernacle, and them that dwell in beaven. Neither indeed 
may wee wonder, that ſuch wofull blindneffſe hath overtaken 
them, conſideriag they are given up, by divine juftice to the luſts 
of their own hearts, and to ſtrong delufions. Befides, the dame 
nable doQrines which they embrace , puts them forwzrd co de- 
ftrugion. Neverthelefſe, upon this occafion , ſomerhing ve will 
ſay, concerning them ; leaving the ifſue ro God, 

1. They may clearly ſee, the Lord is now making inquifition 
for bloud, & the day of recompence is at hand ; They have ſhed the 
blond of Saints, & of Prophets, & thou b ft given them bloud to drink, 
for they are warthy. Green wood witich is long in kindling, conti- 
nues longer then the dry,if it have once taken fire: The Lord hath 
a While forborne to revenge the horrid cruelties of that barba- 
rous and ſavage Nation, but now he is fallen tn amongſt them, 
and woe, woe, woe, to the Inbabitants. As the Galli-Senones , after 
they had laid Rzme waſt, were fo overthrown, that their name 
was ot left in che world : So it may he, that the memory of fuch 
an inhumane-and crueil Nation ſhall be blotted cut from under 
heaven. Wolves and Fox:s make many turnings forward and 
backward, run into brakes and b:iers, hide under buſhes,fly from 
one ſtarting hole to another : but all will not ſerve the curne, 
the dogs follow inceflantly, and never efve over till chey oyere 
take them and devoure them: SO evill prurſueth ſinners , even th? 
Irijh- fimert, hoſe Rebels, murderers, monſtere,monſtrous Mon- 
ſters, I know not what to terme them 3 the Lord (I fay) hath 
now ſer his judgements after thoſe Wolves, and it is not their 


bogy or woods that ſhall ſave them from the wrath of the Lamb, 
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bm: they ſhall become as dur:g for the ear:h, and their hope as 
tize giving up of the Ghoft, 

2. Neither let chem expe&rcliefe from other places; as for 
their new King, and his adherents, they ſhall and either a farre 
oft, for feare of cheir corments,ſaying,alar,alas ; or what aſliftance 
and ayd ſoever they have, it ſhall but adde to their plagues, and 
fairchec theic d-ſtruRtion. As a wet ſack, wherein a naked man is 
covered, is ſo far from defending him againſt the cold , as is in- 
creaſeth his (ſhivecing ; ſo their helpe from ochers will prove their 
greater ruine- Ormond and Inchiqueen, the two Apoſtates, may 
thortly expeR che juſt reward of perfidious traytors. 

w—Raro aniecedentems ſceleſiumn 
Deſeruit pede pana claude. 
Seldome Revenge , though ſlow of pace, 
Leaves ill foregoing men to trace. 

As the Egyptians going after the Iſraelites, as they paſſed tho- 
row the Red-ſea, cou'd not but behold their death before them : 
So theſe men in lifting up their hands againſt this State , may fee 
(if they were not ſtupid and ſencelefle ) chey are dead men., and 
char God will put them to ſhame, and confound them for ever. 

3- What :nen { ualefſe given over to a reprobate ſence) would 
not plainly apprehend, that the Lord hath a quarrell againft 
them, hates their perſons, their courſe and cauſe ; to confider the 
time, when they were ſcattered : namely, when they were grown 
into a numerous body, by uniting the falſe Scots, and Renegado 
Evxgliſb, wich the Iriſb. When all Munſter was theirs , all Con- 
naught loft, and all Viſter, except Derry, and Lempſter , even to 
Dablin. When all the Engliſh Intereſt in Ireland was reduced and 
ſhac up in thoſe two townes, and the latter ftreightly befieged by 
19000 men, according co their own accouns. Ther: the Lord look- 
ed down from beaven ( as the Parliament in their Declaration have 
piouſly expreft ) the habitation af bz bolineſſe,and bis glory, and de- 

feated them, Then be ſent forth bis wrath and conſumed them as ſtubble 
or as ch affe before the wingde. And here 1 chalenge,a!l Papiſts, Roy- 
alifte, and Malignants, ro produce, if they can, the like example, 
where and when , Jebovab Tireb , God was ever fo ſeen in the 
Mount for them, and appeared even ſo miraculouſly, fince the 
warres began. Who ſo is wiſe will obſerve theſe tbings : But, A bru- 
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$3ſþ man knoweth not, neitber doth a foole widerſtand this. Ag he thas 
will not goe out of darknefſe cannox ſee the (bining light of the 
Sanne : So the Papifts,unlefſe they come our « f Babylon, the king» 
dome of darknefle, death, and hell, they will not obſerve , nei- 
ther indeed can they, the works of God, though they ſhine and 
are at cleare as the Sun at noone day. 

We may not ( upon tbis cccafion ) altogether forget our deare 
Brethren in Scotland 5Now a word is enough tothe wile., 

1. We underſtand that this viQtory is not very welcome to 
them, and no marvaile, for it tends not to the advancement of 
their Intereſt here in England, and they ſee, whom they curſe, 
God bleſſes. Ic hath been th ir endeavour along time, that our 
Magiſtrates ſhould perſecute Gods people, Their lawes (ſay they,) 
are divers from all people ; neither keepe they the Kings lawez, therefore 
it is not for the Kingy profit to ſuffer them. And as Haman prevai- 
led ſo far with Abaſwerws, as there was an A made and publiſh- 


ed, chat the Church and people of Gol ſhould be deſtroyed ; yet . 


afterward by a mighty hand of providence were preſerved and 
honoured ; ſo that Nation(with others)wrought with our State, 
that ſomething was don, for the ſuppreſſing of many godly and 
faichſull Chriftians : inſcmuch, a3 they deſpaired of lite, liberty, 
Fafety : but God ( who abborres the blowdy man ) fruſtrated their 
purpoſes. The truth is, our Governours have had fo much ex- 
perience, of the fidelity,truſt,and conſcienticufnefle of ſuch men, 
whom they brand for S:Raries, and of many viftories and deli- 
verances ander God by them, as they cannot hearken any more 
to their Antichciſtian and bloudy counſel]: neither wiil they be 
brought into a ſnare by their general humiliations ſo often ralk'd 
of. The Wolfe ordinarily waſketh his mouth after he hath prey'd, 
left he ſhou!d be diſcovered by the colour of his bloud : It is 
worth che noting, when the Scots have aſpericd our Nation, and 
urged the State to perſecution, immediatly they cry, a faſt, a faſt, 
as if ſuch innocent bloud were wip'd off by hypocricicall faſting. 
23. The modeſty and patience of cur State, is much to be ad- 
mir'd ; being fo often provok'd and occaſioned by the Scots, that 
they ſay nothing in relation tothe condition of that people, For 
otherwiſe they might ſoon ſtop their mc uthes, and pur them to 
ſhame and filence for ever. They cry out againſt A —_—” 
- © 
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of Settarier, ans Separatiſts, Browniſis, Anaboptiſts, &c. But ſuppoſe 
there are ſach, yet theſe Independents, are not falſe, not hers, diſe 
ſemblers, flatterers, deceivers, ſwearers, drunkards, whoremaſtirs, and 
irreligious and prophane perſons, as it 18 well knowne who are luch 
for the generali:y and greater part of the Nation. Now is it not 
betcer and more' for the ſafety of a Common- wealth , to have 
therein, men, known to be faithfull, juſt, crue, uprightgreligious : 
then a kinde of people who are neither honeſt nor godly,neicher 
make conſcience of what they doe or ſay ? 

3+ This viQory, it may be, will cauſe our brethren to keepe at 
home, and meddle no more with us; but leave our Stateto order 
thier own affaires. An Aſle will not goe by a pen or place where 
the once fell : I know they have not forgotten the place where 
they fell : I doe not ſay like Afes : onely under favour I may ſay, 
chey will ſhew themſelves liele better , if chey come againe inco 
the ſame place and caſe. 

4+ But how comes it to paſſe, that fince this viGory, the Scorg 
complain of great perſecution in England : and that their Presby- 
terian brethren here ſaff:r exceedingly for the eruth. Some chil- 
dren will teare & ſcratch their Mother in the face, and then cry, 
as if they had been beaten or abuſed ; whereas there is nothing 
don to them;but onely they wronged their Mother. The men for 
whom the Scors are now praying, as under ſad and heavy ſuffe- 
rings, they revile the Magiſtrates, deſpiſe their Government, ſet 
at nought their ſavyfu! 2nd jult commande,and ſtirre ap the peo» 
ple to rebellion : and then cry cut, Perſecutionzab bow their mouths 
are ſtopt, they cannot deli: ey thy wbole counſel! of God, their forefathers 
were never wider the like Tyrants,$$0, Whereas there was nothing in 
the world don to them,but onely they abuſed the State. 

Before I conc!ude, 2 word or two, to that noble Foner,and the 
victorious Souldicrs with him. 

I. There was a Iaw among the Perſian; , if any man were un- 
mingfu!l of a benefic, he might be cald to Law, and found fowas 
puniſhed for it: We are very ſenſible of the blefling which the 
Lord hath given us by your hands ; wee are thankfull to God, 
mindful of you, and doe defire to Impreve the mercy in the b:R 
way and manner we can. The Jewes uſe to ſay , of him that hath 
don any memorable thing for his Nation;Zicrono libraca ; Bleſſed

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be bis mem») : your memory amongſt us is bleſſed , your names 
precious, and all well-aff: Qed people love and honour you. 55 
omnes qui reip: conſulunt , cari nobig eſſe debent : ceri# inprimis im- 
peratores,quorum confilins, virtute,periculityretinemw & noſtram ſalu- 
tem & imperij dignitatem. Cic.de Oat. lib.2. If all thoſe that care 
and have the charge of the Common- wealth, ought to be deare 
unto us ; then eſpecially ought cur noble Captaines, by whoſe 
countel], prowefle, and perill, we maintain the eftate arid honour 
of our Countrey, 

2, For the General,imployed in that fervice, it doth appeare, 
he hath che parts and qualities of a right Commander. 4 yep 76 
So7lny'y navimriy maker © x9a7h mpbgwroy Baimruy, Diod or. Sicul, Cap- 
#ains in warre muſt look botb forward and backward, and every way 
whence any danger or advantage is towards. They ought to know when 
$0 march, and to fight with advaniage ; where to imploy borſemets, 
where ſhot, and to wnderſtand the advantages of al! forts of grounds ; 
neither to be ignorant of any ſtrat agem of warre. Liv, 9. Now in theſe 
particulars, and mary more, hath Fones (hewed himſelfe a wor- 
thy and gallant Souldier ; neither may it be (aid of him untruly 
or unficly, what is written of C. Czſar, in bis ations he was moſt 
conſiderate, in baz.ard and danger moſt reſolute, in executions ſpeedie, 
oppreſſing bis enemies many times before the coming of the newer were 
beard. Sueton. in vita Cl. So of Cato, in watchings and labour be 
went beyond the common Sou!diers, Liv.3 4. Monſtrabat tolerare 14- 
bores, as Lucan reports of the younger Cato in that painful march 
thorow the deſerts of Africk, be by his patience and example ſhewed 
what others were to doe. As Valerius Corvinus uſed no other encous 
ragement to his Souldiers then this ; Fai? mea non difia qui vs- 
lo, nec diſciplinam ſed exemplum a me petere. Liv.7. So hath Jones al- 
wayes encouraged his, ſaying, they ftould imitate not his words 


+ but his deeds, and doe as they ſaw him to give them an example. 


3- For the reft, whether Officers or private Souldiers : In this 
victory you may b*hold , how' wonderfully che Lord hath ho- 
noured you for your fidelity to your Countrey: and becavſe you 
did not, when yee were low, and the <n:my at the hi/ghelt , tor- 
ſake the Parliament, or your traf,as others bafely did,who fince 
have ſeen and felt the revenging hand of God upon them for it, 


And no doubt, this great deliverarice will not a lictle encourage 
yous 
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you, and the reſt of our Engliſs there, to. Randfirme arnd/faftto- 
gether againſt che IrifligR+belr, not ovly to revenge che Peetteftant 
bloud, which they baYe ſhed '\in a vitlanous and-bgybarous fort: 
but alſo for the ſafety'of your Countrey, your, famlic3, friends, 
wiver, children, kindred, and what elfe'may b#cbought precious 
and deare to you. For the heads uf the riebelsYhere , as Rupert, 
Ormond, Inchiqueen, &c, intend further then our Lofſe of Ireland, 
they ſeek the ruine and overthrow of England, even our perſops, 
eſtates, yea and our ſoulgoo.
